HODA could just vaguely remember a time when 
not the dominating influence of her life—• crowded, fretful 
* sort of time, when there had been no outdoors to play nvoolj 


a floor and a stair, where one was always having to get out of the 
way of grown-up legs. People were to Rhoda then very modi as 
trees walking. And the continuous noise made up of hundreds oi 
little noises, was not unlike the steady wash of the sea. There ha4 
been Borne one else, besides her father, who petted her, played^witn 
her, and punished her by turns—but toward the last only her rather, 
who did none of these things.

Rhoda had made her own little rules and inhibitions at an early 


age. One was, never to appear in public on the side of their penin- 
sula where the gentry lived—they are still called " gentry 
m .the 


older parts of Virginia. And with the gentry she and her father 
had nothing to do.

Their little peninsula was practically an island, cut off at high 


tide from the shore, the pirie woods on its lower part standing for 
hours each day with their feet in water. On one side of this penin- 
sula, a few old great houses surrounded the inlet; on the other side 
lay Ginney, a vague, indeterminate region of beach and salt marsh 
and bay, inhabited by an amphibious race of oystermen, fisher folk, 
and seafarers generally, who have lived there distinct and apart for 
at least as long as the great houses have stood, perhaps longer. 


Among the Ginney folk; 


Rhoda was not so much a stranger. 
It was they who supplied the her- 
mit and his child with food, 
clothes, books, and other things of 
which her father stood, alas, in 
constant need, known to Rhoda as 
his "medicines." .And it was in 
the Ginney country that Chief 
Doane ruled supreme, a big, pow- 
erful fellow with splendid shoul- 
ders, and the curling blonde beard 
of a viking, and crinkling blue 
sailor's eyes that were at once 
childlike and shrewd.

A great deal 
of a man, this great sea gypsy, who deserved the prosperity^ which 
had fallen to his lot For the Doane boats had long been famous 
even beyond Tidewater country; and it was known that he had an 
interest as well in all the lobster pots and oyster dredges that gave 
the Ginney folk rather more than livelihood. 


Doane Rhoda loved. He was all she had to love, her ope inti- 


mate and companion. It was he who had made her a little flat bot- 
tomed boat in which she could row herself safely over to .rat-hum 
in zood weather, whenever she felt lonesome. Later he had re- 
placed this with a fine dory, air compartments fore and aft; later 
still with the fastest little sail canoe on those waters, which she 
learned to handle as cleverly as the Chief himself, in any weather. And 
it was to Doane that she had gone, a wide-eyed, grave little crciture 
of seven, to say that when her father took too much medicine it- 
made him act so queer" that she was a little bit afraid.
